POLITICS RESTRICTED 

Protected from political inter- 
ference, the state employe under 
the merit system would find his 
political activities restricted to 
merely casting his ballot and ex- 
pressing his personal opinion. 

As the Governor plans to estab- 
lish a permanent civil service sys- 
tem for all state departments, the 
present merit system moves to- 
ward setting up a uniform pay 
scale for the employes of the three 
departments now covered. 

“Salaries paid for comparable 
jobs among the clerical and steno- 
graphic jobs in the three depart- 
ments are almost in line now,” 
Director Swain reported. “We 
hope soon to have uniform pay for 
higher office holders. It is unfair 
for a person to earn $200 in one 
department, while another worker 
doing the’ same kind of job in an- 
other department receives only 
$150.” 

Present state employes would 
not be “frozen” into service by 
enlargement of the merit system, 
it was pointed out. Examinations 
for jobs would be open to the 
public, and all candidates would 
be classified according to marks 
made in these tests. Departmental 
heads’ choice of employes would 
be confined among the group 
making the higher grades.

Plan for War’s End 
Australia has formulated a 
postwar civilian aviation program 
which will cost the government 
an initial outlay of $17,5000,000, 
it was announced recently in Can- 
berra by the commonwealth min- 
ister of air.

Why should we prune shrubs? 


We do it not for one purpose, but | 


for several reasons, First, we 
prune to shape our plants. Second, 
proper pruning done at the proper 
time increases the flowering and 
fruiting capacity of our plants. 
And third, pruning is a rejuvena- 
tion process which keeps shrubs 
vigorous and full of new 
each year. 


when shrubs should be. pruned. 
We can set a rather definite sched- 
ule in this respect, for all shrubs 
that flower in the early spring 
months should NOT be pruned 
until after they have finished 
flowering. There is an_ evident 
reason for this, for all of these 
shrubs now have their buds 
If we 
prune these plants now we will 
cut off those budded stems, thus 
depriving us of their beauty with- 
in the next two or three months. 
Any trimming done on those 
plants now will not harm them in 
the least. but we might as well 
wait until they have finished 
flowering before dvuing any 
ing. Let us enjoy their blooms 
first. Then, it will not be neces- 
sary to skip a season of bloom, for 
the new buds will be formed on 
the wood produced this summer.

Of course there are a few ex: 
ceptions to the rule, for there are 
a few plants that bear their flow- 
ers on wood that is two years old, 
instead of new wood. Among 
these is the popular lilac which 
bears flowers only on two-year-old 
wood. For this reason, we seldom 
prune lilacs except for occasional 
shaping or for opening up the in- 
terior to allow more sunlight to 
penetrate. Remove the faded flow- 
er clusters every year to keep 
them from going to seed. This 
materially helps the shrubs to de- 


velop a heavy flowering capacity’ 


year after year. 

Gardenias also are pruned only 
for shapeliness, for little else is 
required to produce their lovely 
flowers other than proper soil and 
food conditions. 

Going back to our main reasons 
for pruning, we might take them 
in order. First, we prune for 
shapeliness. Shrubs often take 
queer notions of sending out a long 
branch or two at some rakish an- 
gle, thus spoiling the symmetry of 
the plants. This is easily remod- 
led by pruning back the offending 
growth. Close and frequent trim- 
ming is resorted to only when for- 
mal shapes are desired. Other- 
wise, pruning for shape is done 
only occasionally, for we want to 
keep our shrubs as near their nor- 
mal shapes as possible. 
AMOUNT OF TRIMMING 

The amount of trimming to be 
done on a bush depends greatly 
upon its natural habit of growth. 
Slow to medium growing types 


seldom need much attention with |

Now, if that shrub had been 
properly pruned, the oldest wood 
‘would have been removed, prob- 
ably only a branch or two, after 
the second year and each year 
thereafter. Only young, long, 
arching branches remain each 
year, loaded with flowers. The 
growth, instead of being high-top- 
ped and bare at the base, would 
be kept moderately low and well 
covered to the ground. Treat your 
shrubs this way, and you will al- 
| ways enjoy their beauty of growth 
and flowers.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(4—Most 
fighters spend their time in a gym 
scheming to knock their opponents 
into a state of “comm,” .as they 
say on Jacobs Beach, so it is in- 
teresting to learn of a man prac- 
ticing falls, although some of the 
fighters we have seen must have 
had a few lessons on the quiet 
from an accomplished fall guy. 

Jack Johnson was the dry diver, 
and he wasn’t plotting to lose. He 
was plotting to win through a 
shrewd spider-and-the-fly maneu- 
ver. We note a short time ago 
that motion pictures of the John- 
son-Stanley Ketchel fight showed 
Johnson, apparently knocked 
down, leaping up and flattening 
Ketchel with one punch. 

NOT KNOCKED DOWN 

The word “apparently” is used 
because, if you believe a Detroiter 
who signs his letter “Denver 
Jack” O’Keefe, Johnson wasn't 
knocked down. O’Keefe says he 
should know, as he was Johnson’s 
Sparring partner before the bout. 

“Ketchel apparently knocked 
down Johnson in that 12th round 
with a terrific uppercut,” O’Keefe 
says, “but it was all arranged by 
Johnson and his manager, George 
Little. 

“They knew of Ketchel’s excit- 
able manner when he sensed the 
kill, and planned to take advan- 
tage of it. I worked with Johnson 
at the Seal Rock House in San 
Francisco, and for 10. days before 
the fight Johnson ‘went down’ 
from a harmless punch to perfect 
the technique he planned te use 
in the Ketchel contest. 

“Little also had me get that big 
sailor—at this moment I can't 
think of his name, but I am sure 
| you know him—to work with 
' Johnson the same way, but John- 
| Son leaped up and knocked him 
down with a right uppercut and 
the sailor lasted only four days. 

“When Ketchel launched that 
uppercut in the 12th round it nev- 
er landed. Johnson caught it in 
(the palm of his left hand, and 
| went down, just as he had done 
in the workouts. He knew Ketche!l 
| would be standing over him, and 
| that it would be easy to jump up 
and catch him with the terrific 
‘right uppercut Johnson had in 
'those days. That’s just how it 
worked out.” 

STORY PROBABLY TRUE 

Reviewing the picture it does 
seem odd, considering the differ- 
ence in size of the two fighters 
and the ease with which Johnson 
‘seemed to be handling the smaller 
man, that Ketchel could score a 
|one-punch knockdown. 
| And considering the vigor with 
which Johnson leaped to his feet 
| to score the kayo, he couldn't 
have been too badly hurt. Maybe

Donald Nelson Saw 
Things in Russia 


Mr. Donald Nelson, chief of our War Produc- 
tion Board, is one of the nation’s great indus- 
trialists. He was chosen for the job because he 
was, in the words of his fellow industrialists, 

a man who was “tough enough to crack down and reali 
to say what he thought.” He has done a fine job. 

He went to Russia a few months ago. 

A few days ago an article entitled, “What I Saw in Russia” 
was published in Collier’s magazine. 

To me it seemed an unusually fine article. There is no relation- 
ship between Mr. Wendell Willkie and Mr. Nelson. I assume, 
without knowing, they are acquainted. Mr. Willkie went to Rus- 
sia and came back to report what he had found. Mr, Willkie was 
one of the nation’s great corporation men and, later, a corporatio 
lawyer. He came back saying we must work with Russia. Mor 
important, he said we could work with Russia without harm to 
ourselves or our system of government. 

Now comes Donald Nelson. He is a tough, hard-boiled product 
of the American system of enterprise. He believes in it. He wants 
to continue it..He thinks not merely that we can, but that we will. 


It is a relief to read him and get away from some of the 
frightened persons one sees today who jabber and jitter about the 
death of free enterprise, who see big bears eating up their bowls 
of porridge, who wag solemn jowls about the future. 


A FEW IDEAS There is just room enough here for a bit of 
what he had to say. I think it important to 
repeat it here In a daily newspaper: 

“Russie is no longer the massive, groping nation of our prewar 
world, fumbling at industry, suspicious of all beyond her borders, 
a dark threat to our democratic forms, our moral and religious 
standards. If we are going to fall back upon our old prejudices, 
the Russia that emerges from this war will smile—perhaps in pity 
—but will not hesitate for a moment in her steady march into 
the front rank of the world’s industry. 

“In spite of the doubts of those whose prejudices rule them, we 
have long since recognized the U. S. S. R. as a sovereign nation. 
She has forced even the bitterest early skeptics (among them many 
of Britain’s and our own foremost military minds) to recognize 
the devastating power of her arms. And yet, until very recently, 
we seemed to be satisfied with all but complete ignorance of her 
potential industrial greatness. As an American industrialist and 
the head of our War Production Board, I probably should have 
known better: but T have come home from Russia convinced by 
what I saw that I had not been wholly aware of Russia’s indus- 
trial trend 

“This new Russia, born in the closing days of the first World 
War, is planning to produce what we call “consumer goods” on a 
vast scale, in order to raise the living standards of 180,000,000 


self-sacrificing people. But her present output of consumer goods - 


is so. small, and her internal needs are so great that she has no 
interest in competing in world industrial markets.” 

That’s plain enough. It is easy to understand. 
reason to crawl under the bed.

A FEW MORE There is room for but a few more ideas, se- 
lected at random: 


“Russia is not a competitor of America, but she can develop 
into an excellent source of business for America. Some Russians, 
like some Americans, have not yet learned to accept this fact. 
One Russian asked me whether I didn’t think it might be difficult 
for my country and his to do business after the war. 


“After all,” he said, with a smile, “yours is a capitalist country 
and ours is a socialist country.” 

I answered, “Yes. But aren’t we both Interested in the same 
thing—raising the standard of living and the prosperity of our 
countries? You do it your way. We’ll do it our way. Let’s have 
one of your production competitions, and we'll see who does it 
better.” 

“He liked that answer—took to the idea at once—and repeated 
it to everybody within hearing. .. . 

“If there is any misunderstanding between the people of Rus- 
sia and those of the United States, we have contributed our part 
to it. One cannot mingle with the Russians without realizing this. 
I am not a sentimentalist. I certainly am not a protagonist of the 
Russian political system. My experience as an American indus- 
trialist is adequate protection against being ‘captivated’ by the 
studied charm of representatives of governments or interests seek- 
ing to put something over on me or those whom I represent. But 
I have seldom met with such sincerity, frankness and realism as I 
found in Russia... .” 

This is a time to be thinking, reading, discussing, and learning. 
It is not a time for acting as if it were 1912 or 1940. It is not a 
time to rearrange old prejudices. And keep in mind Willkie and 
Nelson are not “leftists” or “parlor pinks.” They are tough, realistic 


| business men. They are not asleep. Nor are they afraid .

On our committee for the ex- 
amination of candidates for the 
Rhodes scholarship was a man 
who would always ask each boy: 
“What will make you hot in the 
collar quicker than anything 
else?” The answer to such a ques- 
tion is a revelation of one’s char- 
acter, because that which will 
arouse one’s indignant condemna- 
tion will, by contrast, reveal that 
which will evoke his sincere ad- 
miration. One who could never 
feel indignation, could never be 
stirred by admiration. For exam: 
ple one of these Rhodes candi 
dates answered instantly: “To see 
a white man treat a Negro unjust- 
ly.” In the flashing indignation 
of his eyes was revealed his 
chivalric spirit. 

The hot indignation which has 
surged through the veins of our 
people evoked by the horror of 
the revelation of “the march of 
death” from Corregidor, is the 
deep revulsion against the viola- 
tion of our primary standards of 
human decency. This aroused na- 
tional rage against such barbaric 
treatment of unarmed, helpless 
human beings, is indeed a right- 
eous indignation. We could not 
love and admire the courageous 
self-sacrifice of our boys as they 
defy death for their ideals, if this 
blasphemy against all that we 
hold to be high and holy, did not 
stir within us a holy rage. 


Expression of Justice 


But how shall a righteous in- 
dignation express itself? 
stinctive cry for 
done, is wholesome, and I 
say divine, Again we must ask 
what will be the best expression 
of justice? It will be well just 
here to turn to our own civilized 
criminal code for guidance. First 
of all we make a distinction be- 
tween punishment and vengeance. 
The primary purpose of punish- 
ment is the protection of society. 
This is done by the apprehension 
and removal of the criminal from 
society. The punishment is deter- 
mined by the nature of the crimi- 
al and the crime. It also involves 
discrimination. There is the be- 
lief that not all criminals are 
hopeless, but that they may be re- 
habilitated and returned to so- 
ciety as useful citizens. The pre- 
sumption that all criminals are 
brutes and must be brutally treat- 
ed has been a dismal failure, as 
we have found out in Georgia 
prisons. Punishment, then, should 
have an educational value. It 
should be such as to deter others 
from crime, both by fear of con- 
sequences and also by the defini- 
tion which it gives of criminal 
acts, 


It is in view of this principle 


both with the Germans and the 
Japanese. It is seriously pro- 
posed that there should be no dis 
crimination in the case of Japan, 
but that we should adopt the 
slogan and method of the old Ro- 
mans: “Carthage must be de 
stroyed.” In justification of this, 
someone is quoted as saying: “The 
Carthagenians never gave us any 
more trouble.” We must not for- 
get, however, that the Romans

It is simplest axiom, therefore, to say God intended man to use 
and to trust his intelligence. 

Man, therefore, is not asked to believe the unbelievable, he is 
not asked to violate the credibility of his own intellect, True, in- 
telligent man knows there are many things on earth and in heaven 
which are beyond the limits of his present understanding and 
therefore there are many things which must be accepted as true 
on faith. But man knows, likewise, that his knowledge and under- 
standing, like his physical being, develops by a process of evolu- 
tionary training and research and the things he cannot understand 
today will be fully understood on some better tomorrow. 

“What is truth?” asked Pontius Pilate. 


WHAT IS TRUTH? | 
Through all the ages, man’s intellectual 
evolution has been motivated by his eternal search for truth. It is 
only because of this constant hunger for understanding of ever 
greater truth that man has accepted, and given faith to, the religions 
which have had so powerful effect upon his growth. For he recog: 
nizes in holy writings expressions of truth in ever higher ethical 
purity. Such holy writings are, inevitably, inspired, but it is only 
as man realizes they are expressions of truth he can accept them 
and make them, to his own good, a part of his spiritual life. 

It matters not, in final analysis, where man finds truth. It 
matters only that the truth he finds advances him one step higher 
in understanding of the eternal verities. 

For, as far as the evolution of man’s intelligence has progressed 
today, there are degrees of truth. Some truths speak higher ethical 
ideals than others. It is measure of man’s progress that he is able 
to distinguish these degrees in truth and to accept that one which 
advances him nearer the ultimate truth, 

We should not, therefore, scorn the source when we recognize 
a lesson learned in the progressive search for truth. We should not, 
because of inherited prejudice or fear of the unknown, blindly 
decide all truth is contained in any one source, nor decree that the 
precious pearl of truth may not be found anywhere. 

The Bible, for instance, may contain all truth. But this does 
not mean there is no truth to be found outside the Bible, nor even 
that some expressions of truth outside the sacred book may not be 
more ethically pure than even the teachings of the Scripture itself. 
Truth can never be pagan. For God is Truth, and Truth is God. 

The Bible teaches there is a reward in after life for good be- 
havior in this life, that there is punishment in after existence for 
evil practiced here on earth, That reward and that punishment 
are labeled, respectively, heaven and hell, 

Yet there is greater truth in the saying of a great American 
philosopher, Thomas Davidson, that “heaven and hell are them- 
selves immoral if considered only as reward and punishment.” 

That same truth expressed by Davidson is found, too, in the 
words of Emerson, “The only reward of virtue is virtue.” Cicero 
wrote, “That which leads us to the performance of duty by offering 
pleasure as its reward is not virtue but a deceptive copy and imita- 
tion of virtue.” 

And in the Bhagavad Gita, sacred book of Hinduism, is found: 

“Scorn those that follow virtue for her gifts.” 

Regardless of source, it certainly requires nothing but plain 
intelligence to recognize as a greater and more perfect truth the 
teaching that the practice of virtue in the hope of reward is itself 
evil, than that goodness should be practiced because it will open 
the pleasures of heaven in some after life. ° 

It is because our intelligence has 


THE POWER OF TRUTH 
taught us, through the generations, 


the truth that man cannot advance spiritually unless he enjoys 
freedom of thought, of expression, of religion and of other basic 
human rights, that we of today are willing to give our all, even life 
itself, to retain these rights against evil forces which would take 
them from us. 

And so, from generation to generation, we shall learn, step by 
step, ever purer truth. We shall lift our ethical conception of the 
truth of the spirit ever higher. We shall seek and search everywhere 
and. when we find one pure pearl of truth we shall count life well 
spent in its discovery and well lost in its defense. 

Until, step by step advancing in the search for ultimate truth, we 
shall at last learn the complete answer to that question, “What is 
truth?” and, learning, shall thereby open the gates to that realm 
of perfect understanding where man, made in God's image, shall at 
last be worthy to sit at His right hand.

To the ex- 
tent that each one of us in Amer- 
ica failed to protest against help- 
ing to arm Japan against China— 
yes, and against arming Franco 
against the patriot Spaniards—we 
are particeps criminis. But surely 
there is an immeasurable differ- 
ence in guilt between the leaders 
who plan and educate the people 
by force and falsehood, for a 
brutal war, and the masses of the 
people. It is both unscientific and 
unmoral to indict ‘without dis- 
crimination, millions of people 
who compose a nation. Let us 
beware that we do not brutalize 
ourselves by descending to a 
method of vengeance on the same 
low level as that of our enemies. 
This is very far from any plea 
for softness, It is a plea for firm, 
clear-eyed wisdom, which is the 
essence of true justice.

Unlike the recent popular song 
about Paris, the last time I saw 


Rome her heart was anything but 


young and gay. That was in 
March, 1938, six years away from 
the sad plight which is hers to- 
day. 

Her sidewalk cafes were filled 
to overflowing, Nazi officers and 
Mussolini’s henchmen occupying 
nearly all available tables. With- 
in the more fashionable hotels, 
such as the Excelsior, Savoy and 
King George, lobbies were crowd- 
ed with the military, swastikas 
hanging from marble balconies, 
and displayed proudly in win- 
dows. Always there seemed to be 
some great Nazi dignitary visit- 
ing Rome. Everywhere one went 
he sensed the Germanic flavor 
permeating the scheme of things. 


In talking to shopkeepers along 
the Via Nationale or Piazza Ve- 
nezia, or pausing to talk with old- 
er Italian gentlemen and ladies 
sitting out on park benches in the 
early warmth of March sunlight, 
or in the salons of private resi- 
dences, one soon grew to fear, 
with them, the sudden color of 
things politic. Hitler was an ad- 
mitted dictator, as was Mussolini, 
Each was a totalitarian. It was in 
the cards, somehow, at times only 
too evident, that complete collabo- 
ration would soon be effected, a 
merger of two maniacal, 
drunk minds. “Woe  betide us,” 
they sighed, these citizens of the 
older school of thought, as they 
pondered the fate which one day 
would be theirs. For Rome to 
them was no city; it was a world. 
ONLY BEAUTY REMAINED 

Rome still clung, however, to 
the beauty which was hers, and 
pridefully she lifted her dew-wet 
towers to the morning sun. Her 
fountains, unmatched, perhaps 
anywhere in all the world, still 
tossed diamonds into the air, cas- 
cades of diamonds glittering for 
an instant as they fell about the 
marble statues, into broad pools 
below.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 5.— 
'The popularity of the Democratic 
party among the rank and file of 
'organized labor has shown a slight 
decline since mid-December—a 
decline which coincides with in- 
creasing criticism of President 
Roosevelt by union leaders, 


However, in spite of the down- 
ward trend, the rank and file of 
organized labor is still nearly two 
to one Democratic. What effect 
the antiadministration views of 
some of the labor leaders will 
have on the political thinking of 
'the membership in the next few 
weeks or months remains to be 
seen. For the present, there can 
be no question that the trend of 
labor union sentiment has been 
steadily away frorn the Roosevelt 
|administration, especially during 
the past eight months. 

So far as presidential candidates 
are concerned, those union mem- 
bers who favor. a Republican for 
President pick Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey as their top choice to- 
day. General] Douglas MacArthur 
ranks next, and Wendell L. Will- 
kie third. 


F. D. R. FAVORED

Europe looking for real security. 
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Abandon Revenue Allocation System 
In New Constitution, League Urges 


(Editor’s Note: This is another 
in the series of articles, prepared 
by the Georgia League of Wom- 
en Voters, dealing with the cur- 
rent redrafting of the state con- 
stitution.) 


No private business could last 
long. if compelled to handle its 
financial affairs the way the state 
of Georgia customarily handles its 
affairs. An important change was 
made by the last legislature when 
it abolished allocations for 1943 
and 1944, The submission of 
budget by the Governor was a real 
improvement. To make these two 
changes permanent, when the 
constitution is revised, is the urg- 
ent plea of the Georgia League of 
Women Voters. 

TAXES ALLOCATED 

As new taxes were adopted, 
from time to time, in Georgia, to 
supply the needs of the state, the 
income derived from some of these 
taxes was allocated directly to 
certain departments. In other 
words, a department was to re- 
ceive all of the income from a 
specific tax regardless of the 
amount and regardless of whether 
it was more than the department 
needed. 

By 1940 approximately two- 


thirds of the income of the state 
was allocated directly to special! 


| departments, while only one-third | 


went into the general fund to be| 


| appropriated by the legislature to| 


all other departments according to! 
their needs 

The gasoline tax .and the mo-| 
tor licenses went to the highway | 
department; the cigar and cigaret| 
tax went to Confederate pensions, | 
etc. 

To make matters worse, under 
a law called the “grandfather’s 
clause,” whenever the income of 
the state fell below the appropri- 
ations, the only departments 
whose budgets were cut, were those 
supported from general funds. 
Such important functions of the 
state as health, welfare and edu- 
cation were seriously cut, while 
at the same time, the highway de- 
partment was virtually told to 
spend all it could collect. The 
system was further aggravated

Eisenhower said is correct, the story 
will be worth hearing. For the Gen- 
eral spins a good yarn. What is 
more, he tells his stories with a pur- 
pose: to make a point or to smooth 
away friction. Abe Lincoln did the 
same thing. 

In the collection of this writer 
are two anecdotes the General told 
at Allied Force Headquarters dur- 
ing the Tunisian campaign. The 
occasion was a press conference for 
war correspondents. 

The anecdotes were designed to 
further the remarkable teamwork 
of the Allied forces under his com- 
mand, that teamwork which is one 
of his greatest achievements. 


DIPLOMAT. At that time Ameri- 
can resentment still lingered be- 
cause Vichy French troops had 
‘ opposed our landing. Well aware of 
that, Eisenhower illustrated the 
attitude of the true French patriots 
with this story: 

An American soldier, being enter- 
tained by a French family in Oran, 
was shown their new baby for, said 
the parents, a very special reason. 
“She was born the day your army 
landed, so we have christened her 
America.” 

The General’s second story was 
apropos of the difficult capture by 
Americans of a Tunisian hill. 

In telling it, he turned to the Brit-

ish correspondents and officers and 
grinned that heart-warming grin of 
his as if to say that this was to be 
kidding such as only best friends 
use toward one another. He said: 

“Perhaps we got that hill from 
the Germans because they ran out of 
ammunition.

N HIS Munich beer-hall speech last Novem- 
ber, Adolf Hitler said: ‘“We shall not give 
in at the eleventh hour.

Nor the military chiefs, whose counterparts 
organized the underground activity which 
followed 1918 and which planned and paved 
the way for 1939. The United Nations will

the actual task of carrying on the Nazi battle 
in postwar Europe, they are training un- 
knowns, young people, “innocents” not now 
marked as war criminals. 

For some time, there has been a depart- 
ment in Berlin studying the methods of the 
various anti-Nazi underground movements 
in occupied countries. Just as they took over 
the tank and dive bomber and other foreign 
military inventions, they are now carefully 
filing away the tricks of the anti-Nazi under- 
ground for future use themselves. Even as 
they combat the underground, they are teach- 
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ing its methods to their own underground of 
the future 

All this seems clear from the reports that 
come to me, but to check it I asked the opin- 
ion of Dr. N. Hermann Rauschning, former 
President of the Danzig Senate whose revela- 
tions about Hitler’s most intimate plans have 
brought him recognition as the leading 
authority outside of Germany on the inner 
Nazi circle. He said: “I feel certain that the 
Nazi party has prepared a plan to conspire 
again from the underground. The Nazis sel- 
dom leave anything to improvisation, and 
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Il am convinced that Hitler and other leaders, 
especially Himmler, are today preparing the 
underground, in case of the worst, even if they 
are still hoping for a compromise peace.”’ 

As a matter of fact, selected Nazi groups 
are now being drilled in the ideologies of the 
former political parties. In courses open only 
to the most trustworthy, the doctrines of the 
Social Democrats, Catholics, Communists 
and other opposition parties are being taught. 
Disguised Nazis are being insinuated into 
these groups and when a new regime is 
formed, these Nazis will be politically 
active — unrecognized, they hope, but 
ready to work from the inside. 

Similarly, numbers of loyal Nazis have in 
the past few months been sent to concentra- 
tion camps as alleged political enemies of the 
regime. This strategy is based on the belief 
that after the war the Allies will place par- 
ticular faith in those now in the concentra- 
tion and prison camps. Party members are 
also being infiltrated into the present anti- 
Nazi underground movement. 

The Nazis have a ready-made training 
ground for their underground of tomorrow — 
“the political-education schools,”’ which for 
10 years have been turning out prospective 
young Gauleiters, Gestapo chiefs and Fueh- 
rers. Only now the curriculum has been 
completely changed. The aim now is to edu- 
cate future underground leaders. 


Fuehrers of Tomorrow 


A sour 40,000 hand-picked boys enter this 
monstrosity of an educational system each 
year, by way of the 32 Adolf Hitler schools. 
The most promising graduates are picked each 
year for the next higher schools, called Ordens- 
burgen. There are three of these, and they 
constitute a kind of mystic order, where the 
élite few are initiated into a Nazi brotherhood. 
‘ Capping the whole structure — the uni- 
versity and grand lodge of this Young Nazi 
fellowship — is the Fuehrer Schule in Chiem- 
see in Bavaria. Here youths reckoned as 
Fuehrer material — about a thousand each 
year — learn the finer points of being super- 
men. But the emphasis now is on how super- 
men can operate under cover. They are being 
taught how to operate an underground press, 
how to start rumors, how to make subtle 
attacks on prevailing institutions. 

The Nazi newspaper, Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zettung, recently gave us a tip-off as to the

blueprint for defeat. In an article declaring 
that final victory in the last war was really 
Germany’s, because of what happened after- 
ward, the newspaper plainly hinted at mili- 
tary defeat again in this war. It asked: “Do 
we want the Europe of tomorrow to take the 
form that National Socialist Germany aspires 
to, or will we content ourselves with what our 
enemies plan? If we want the former, we 
shall have to act accordingly.”’ 

In other words, the blueprint is a modern 
adaptation of the tactics used after the last 
defeat. One thing about it, however, is differ- 
ent this time. In 
1918, the military 
caste took the lead 
in organizing gangs 
— called Fretkorps 
—which under- 
mined the demo- 
cratic leaders and 
keptalive, by mur- 
der, terrorism and 
sabotage, the blood 
lust of arrogant na- 


havoc just as long as they can escape capture. 
The Swedish newspaper also asserted that 
headquarters for the future Nazi Party have 
already been established in Munich. Its aim 
will be to harass and undermine any future 
government, and to keep the German people 
in such a state of despair that the national 
bitterness will have no chance to subside. 
To this end, factories, power-plants and oil 
reservoirs will be destroyed; trains derailed 
and communications smashed; food depots 
burned; every known kind of sabotage put 
into play. A new “stab-in-the-back” propa- 
ganda fight will be 

launched.

The Swedish 
newspaper Ny Dag recently disclosed that 
two secret divisions of picked S.S. men (the 
black-shirted Elite guards) have been formed, 
and are being trained in the latest guerrilla 
tactics. Their principal job will be to create

2. Ernst Kalten- 
brunner, successor 
of ‘‘Hangman’’ 
Reinhard Heydrich 
as Himmler’s right- 
hand man in the 
Gestapo. Known as 
“The Gorilla,”” Kaltenbrunner, an Austrian, 
achieved fame before the Anschluss as the 
leader of Austrian Storm Troop Brigade 89, 
which helped deliver his countrymen over to 
Hitler. 

3. Werner von Alvensleben, an old Frei- 
korps gangster with any number of political 
murders to his credit. After a period of appar- 
ent inactivity, he turned up just a few weeks 
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ago as one of Hitler's newly-appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonels. 

4. Heinrich Himmler, himself, Minister of 
the Interior, Gestapo Chief and mass mur- 
derer. It was Himmler who inspired the train- 
ing schools for future Fuehrers, and as the 
patron saint of these chosen Nazi youths, 
he is the logical man to start them on the 
new path leading to the underground. Fur- 
thermore, the whole job of co-ordinating the 
underground movement is his. 


“Invincible’’ — They Hope 


As THE day of defeat nears, the old radical 
Nazi Party organizations, like the Storm 
Troops, which helped bring Hitler to power 
but then lost much of their influence, are 
again being significantly revived. “You must 
march and sing again,’’ Himmler has said, 
“to reawaken the old spirit of invincibility.” 

The Nazi blueprint for defeat, and the 
mechanism being built to carry it out, must 
be recognized for what they are: a new con- 
spiracy to keep alive the spirit of revenge and 
a step toward bringing about World War III. 
Said Hitler in his speech last New Year’s 
Eve: “If millions of people no longer possess 
anything to lose, they can only gain some- 
thing.”” The Nazi underground — unless 
the Allies ferret it out and smash it — 
will try to see to it that the Germans 
have nothing to lose worth remaining at 
peace to keep. 

A story now making the rounds in Germany 
shows that some Germans, at least, under- 
stand all too well what is going on: 

An optimist and a pessimist are discussing 
Germany’s future. Says the optimist: “If we 
lose the war, at least we’ll have lost the Nazi 
Party.”’ To which the pessimist replies: “But 
suppose we lose the war and KEEP the party!” 

That is the aim of the Nazi blueprint for 


| defeat, and the meaning of the new slogan 


of the Nazi inner circle: “Even if Germany 
loses the war, the Nazi Party will not capitu-_ 
late.” 

If it is not forced to capitulate, if it is not 
thoroughly rooted out of the underground 
which it is now preparing for itself and com- 
pletely eradicated, another generation after 
this will have to fight and die. I hope the 
present generation of Allied soldiers will think 
of that if they begin to get tired, too soon, 
of policing a defeated Germany.

Van Riper are being cured — by stuttering. 
In movies, drugstores, before any group of people who 
will listen, they try to stutter. In doing it deliber- 
ately, they gradually learn to control their speech 
and eventually to talk normally. 

Jt's one of the new, successful techniques of for- 
getting used by psychologists and doctors. The sheer 
will power, do-or-die method of breaking a bad habit 
is less effective, since it takes no account of the un- 
conscious mind — which invariably remembers when 
the conscious mind forgets. Too, in trying hard not to 
commit an error, you keep reminding yourself of it. 

Most of us would like to forget such ogres as tim- 
idity, fear, worry. You can. Just select the procedure 
that fits and give it a try. Here are 10 tested recipes. 


D T WESTERN Michigan College in Kalamazoo, 


1. Forget the thing you fear by doing it! 

Are you timid, subject to stage fnght? In New 
York, Bernard Gabriel's Society for Timid Souls con- 
sists of musicians, actors, speakers, housewives, sten- 
ographers. They make a bad audience but turn out 
good troupers. If a musician is distracted by noise, 
the audience raises the roof while he does his stuff. 
If it’s silence that unnerves him, he gets that. Soon 
he becomes case-hardened. 

Nerve-shattered blitz victims in England were 
treated to daily doses of bombing noises, recorded 
by phonograph. Their first reactions were far from en- 
couraging. But after two weeks, with constant repe- 
tition of “this is the kind that won’t hurt you,” pa- 
tients took it without batting an eye. 

A woman afraid of cats was prevailed on to get a 
kitten as a pet. By the time it grew up, her fear seemed 


She's not afraid of cats now 


utterly ridiculous. A woman scared stiff of broken 
bottles was persuaded to break one every day in the 
sink. The first few tries gave her the creeps, but after 
a dozen her dread vanished. 


2. Forget your fear by associating a pleasant 

thought with it. 

A two-year-old was terrified at his father’s golf bag 
because it had fallen on the floor with a loud clatter. 
Each day Dad placed a new toy nearer the bag, finally 
right on it. The boy’s fear of the bag vanished. 

A woman was afraid to go into the basement. Sh: 
was told to take an absorbing novel and her dog t 
the basement and read for short periods. Gradually 
she lengthened the periods. In three weeks her buga 
boo had gone. 


3. Consciously perform objectionable habits 
you'll soon forget them. 


For nail biting — stand before the mirror five time: 
a day, five minutes each time. and bite your nails

It takes only a few days to rid yourself of this habit. 


4. If a bad habit is pleasurable, you can forget 

it by making it unpleasant, difficult. 

Say you want to quit smoking. Instead of breaking 
off sharply, psychologist Henry Link tapered off. He 
carried no cigarettes at first and had to walk to a con- 
tainer for one, or beg from a friend. Next he stopped 
carrying matches and had to beg those. Eventually, 
lighting a cigarette was such an effort, he didn’t. 


§. Don’t clog your mind with a lot of annov- 
ing trifles — forget them. 
This frees your mind for important things. Don’t 
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jot it down — don’t worry about it 


try to keep such trifles as shopping lists, telephone 
numbers, engagements in your head. Jot them down. 


6. To forget a grudge—and you should — 

put it on paper. 

That’s Singer Dinah Shore’s method. ‘“‘When I’m 
mad,” she says, ‘I want to say things. But that only 
makes it worse. So now I write instead. I have writ- 
ten reams of invective but no one ever sees any of 
it. I put it in my ‘grudge drawer’ and burn it the 
next day. Having got it off my chest, I forget it.” 


7. Forget your work, and do a better job. 


Experts say you do your work better, finish fresher 
if you break it up by short rest periods. Change com- 
pletely from what you are doing. If you stand ordi- 
narily, sit or lie down. If you're seated, walk around. 
Forget the job. You'll return to it refreshed. 


8. Don’t be a grouch — improve your dispo- 

sition by forgetting gloom. 

A group of self-declared grouches in Dr. W. H. 
Mikesell’s psychology classes at Wichita University 
were put on a three-months’ schedule. For two 
months each student was to make four cheery remarks 
to companions each day. The third month, students 
were to specialize in looking on the bright side of their 
work, financial status and the war, items usually 
blamed for their woes. By then they had a more 
hopeful attitude and no further practice was needed. 


9. To forget worry, learn thought control. 


It’s being done at the Thought Control Class of 
the Boston Dispensary. Patients who have worried 
themselves into a dozen kinds of diseases come here 
and learn the knack of substitute thinking. One 
woman cured herself of chronic worry by reading the 
Bible. She had to keep it right at hand for a month, 
but eventually she crowded out the worry habit.

T WAS last August. The tremen- 
| dous Russian offensive was un- 

der way, and mile by mile, the 
Red armies were inexorably driving 
the Nazis back. 

From Moscow, we correspondents 
and radio commentators were re- 
porting the Russian advance in cold 
terms of the number of cities, towns 
and “populated places’ liberated 
each day. 


Hehind the Headlines 


Bur we were not satisfied. We 
wanted the story behind the head- 
lines, the story of the men, women 
and children in these “populated 
places”’; of the people who some- 
how, miraculously, went on living 
while shells and bombs and German 
demolition squads kept destroying 
their homes; of the people who for 
two years or more walked in fear, 
surrounded by the terror and brutal- 
ity of the Nazi occupation. 

Finally the foreign correspondents 
moved up toward Orel in the wake 


of the Red Army. We travelled in 
jeeps which the Russians lovingly 
call “‘amerikanski kozlik,’’ mean- 
ing “little American goat.” 

At a distance, the blurred out- 
lines of the city showed few signs of 
war. Drawing nearer, we saw the 
town, or what was left of it, in its 
stark reality —- gutted houses, huge 
mounds of rubble punctuated by 
gaping bomb craters. 

I came upon a scene which shall 
forever stand before me as a symbol 
not only of what 
the Germans have 
done to Russia, but 
of a people who 
turned defeat into 
victory. 

Among the ruins 
and the deathly si- 
lence in the city’s 
suburbs, a wisp of 
blue smoke curled 
upward from a 
chimney rising 
from the shambles. 
Just achimney, and 
below it, a stove 
with a brisk fire 
burning. There 
were no walls, no 
roof, no ceiling . . 
just the chimney 
and the stove and 
the fire. 

In the shadow of . 
the chimney stood 
a woman. She was stirring a soup 
in a battered pot. Near her played 
three ragged, skinny children. 

As our party drew closer, the 
woman ceased her stirring and 


Amid the desolation, she 
was calmly stirring soup 


stared. A panic of fear leaped into 
her eyes as she saw the strange uni- 
forms of the American and British 
newsmen, and she called the kids 
into the shelter of her broad skirts. 
Then she noticed the Red Army 
uniforms of our escort. The fear 
ebbed quickly. 


Tite Was Hoapitakty 


As SOON as I told her I was an 
American, her face lit up. She inter- 
rupted me almost as soon as I began 
to ply her with questions. But she 
did not tell me of her own suffering, 
or of her desperate need for food, 
clothes and shelter for the children. 

“Is there any- 
thing I can do for 
you?”’ she said. She 
handed me a tin 
cup full of brackish 
water. 

“This is all I 
can offer you 
now,”” she said. 
*“*My last guests 
left me little 
else.”’ Then, with 
a smile, she added, 
““Nichevo (no mat- 
ter), I'll do better 
for you next time. 
Come after the war. 
This house will 
again have walls 
and a roof, and my 
children will have a 
home.” 

When the his- 
tory of this war is 
written, it will be 
not only a recital of battles. It will 
also be the story of that woman, and 
the thousands like her throughout 
Europe who have refused to give up 


hope.

The New York State Experi- 
ment Station is quick-freezing mince pies, 
crust and all, with good luck. And more 
kinds of pie than the mince can be frozen 
to thaw at the cook’s pleasure. 


KITCHENS of tomorrow will have refrigerator 
space to store a month’s supply of quick-frozen 
foods. Every kind of foodstuff, the scientists say, 
will be offered ready-cooked, quick-frozen, to 
thaw, heat and eat. Pies, prepared baby foods, 
cooked greens, olives, freshly baked bread are 
all listed for freezing. 


SUGAR-BEET TOPS, tender and sweet when 
served as greens, are being quick-frozen in 
Colorado and so far not a vitamin has es- 
caped. Florida has found a way to keep crops 
frozen seven months for the use of the ice- 
cream makers and no “‘off’’ flavors result. 


BABY FOODG, ready-cooked, are put through 
their freezing paces at the California Experiment 
Station. These foods thaw out to natural color, 
keep their original flavor and vitamin content. 


EGG BARS have been developed by the 
Michigan State Experiment Station. The eggs 
are frozen either mixed, or the white and yolk 
separate. Convenient for home use, since any 
given number of eggs may be broken off to use 
at one time. Thawing takes but 10 minutes.

pocketbook into a machine for | 


shredding cigarette tobacco. The wal- 
let contained every cent the worker 
owned, and while he looked on help- 
lessly, the machine reduced his for- 
tune to finely-chopped excelsior. 
Without much hope, he gathered up 
as much of the shredded currency as 
he could locate and sent it to the 
Treasury Department in Washington. 
Some days later, he received new bank 
notes for those he had destroyed. 
This incident is typical of the feats 
of magic accomplished by a little 
group of workers in the Treasury 
Department’s Redemption Section. 


Foiling Fire and Flood 


Aimost $100,000 worth of ruined 
currency is identified every year by 
these experts. Few national catastro- 
phes occur without at least a little 
money, badly mutilated, burned or 
water-soaked, being sent to the Re- 
demption Section. 

For weeks following a Florida hurri- 
cane, the fortune restorers received 
bank notes from victims. Indescrib- 
ably water-soaked and mutilated, al- 
most all of this currency was soon 
redeemed for close to its original value. 


Among the most-prized exhibits of 
the money magicians are two metal 
boxes, blackened and meited beyond 
recognition. They are the purser’s 
safety boxes of the ill-fated Morro 
Castle, which burned off the New 
Jersey coast in one of America’s

worst sea disasters. Records showed 
that these boxes had contained $5,500. 
And, though the boxes yielded only 
a pile of dark ashes, $4,700 was identi- 
fied and redeemed. 

Many a family hoard has been 
“destroyed” by fire and miraculously 
restored by the Treasury experts. 
There was the schoolteacher from the 
lowa corn belt who walked into Re- 
demption Section with tears rolling 
down her cheeks. She had hidden all 
her savings behind the furnace. Some- 
one lit the furnace and hot soot ig- 
nited the money. 

“‘When she entered my office,”” the 
head of the Division says, “she 


opened an enormous tin box. Inside 
were fifteen rolls of currency, each 
rolled up almost as tight as a cigarette. 
Every roll contained a hundred dol- 
lars. While the bills were badly 
charred, they weren’t beyond recog- 
nition. So I said: ‘Relax, and go out 
and see the sights. When you come 
back, I'll know what your luck is.’ 
“When she returned a few hours 
later, I had one roll positively identi- 
fied. And within a week we had re- 
stored and redeemed every bill.” 
But not everyone is so fortunate. 
Untold thousands of dollars are lost 
forever each year by being buried. 
Buried money, say the Treasury ex- 


perts, is the hardest of all to identify. 
Dampness and decay destroy the en- 
graved identification markings. 

There is an infinite variety of 
other ways in which currency is muti- 
lated. Much of it goes through the 
nation’s laundries, in the pockets of 
soiled clothing, sometimes turning a 
faded white and shrinking to three- 
fourths of its original size. 

Small children tear up prodi- 
gious amounts; rats gnd mice 
chew up more. Frequently bank 
notes are run over by lawn mowers. 

When damaged or burned currency 
is presented for redemption, the 
money is first sorted into its separate 
bills. Next the fragments of each bill 
are mounted on a piece of paper the 
exact size of the bank note. 

there is three-fifths or more of the 

note, the bill is redeemed at 

full value. When there is less than 

three-fifths and more than two- 

fifths, one-half of the face value is 
given for the note. 


Delicate, Skillful Work 


Rarety do the experts even find it 
necessary to use a magnifying glass. 
They can tell almost at a glance 
which of the more than 135 issues 
of currency they are dealing with, as 
well as the correct denomination. 
The biggest amount of money the 
currency redeemers ever were called 


upon to “restore” at one swoop was 
$120,000. Back in 1922 fire swept the 
business section of Astoria, Ore. Two 
weeks later, C. R. Higgins, vice- 
president of the Astoria Bank, called 
on the head of the Redemption Sec- 
tion. With him he had 18 safe deposit 
boxes, recovered from the ruins. 

“There ought to be $100,000 in 
these boxes,”” said the banker, “but 
the money’s badly charred. If you 
can recover even a small amount, it 
will give us a new start.” 

Within six weeks, the Redemption 
Section had identified all the money, 
and the sum recovered was $120,000, 
not $100,000. One of the deposit-box 
owners had placed his loss at $8,000 
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— $20,000 less than his box actually 
contained, because he did not want 
his fellow townsmen to know his real 
wealth. He and the other box holders 
got every cent of their money back. 

Should any of your currency be 
burned or otherwise damaged, the 
experts of the Redemption Section 
offer these suggestions: 

Do not handle the money more than 
absolutely necessary. If the currency 
was flat when damaged, do not roil 
or fold it. If it was originally in a roll, 
do not attempt to straighten it out. 
Currency so badly burned as to be 
brittle should be packed carefully in 
cotton. And mail the damaged cur- 
rency to: Redemption Division, Office 
of the Treasurer, Washington, D. C. 

But the best tip of all is: don’t 
hoard currency; buy War Bonds.
